Tho taxes received by the city for

The gain to the city is too apparent 
to need great emphasis.

Juice on meat Is to transform it iuto 
Jelly and then dissolve It when in the 
human stomach. 
, Place it slice of the fruit ou tbe raw 
meat as it lies on a plate, and the up- 
per surface of tbe steak where the 
fruit touches it will soon become gelat- 
inous. Enzyme, the active principle of 
the juice, can be obtained by throwing 
salt into the juice, thus producing a 
precipitate. 


A good sized pineapple contains two 


pints of Juice, a fact that give* an idea 
of what a slice of the fruit will do for 
digestion. If cooked, the pineapple 
loses its* virtue in this respect It muy 
be asked whether tbe consumption of 
the somewhat woody fruit itself is ben- 
eficial or not, for that can scarcely be 
easily digestible. 


Without doubt it is the juice which 


does tbe good, not the flesh of tbe pine- 
apple, but the property of tbe juice is 
eo effective that the eating of the fruit 
itself can do no harm and may even be 
beneficial. Inasmuch as It takes some 
of the strength of tbe Juice to dissolve 
it and so prevents the stomach suffer- 
ing from the too violent effects of tbe 
juice. 


THE SEISMOGRAPH. 


How the E*rth«|M«k«? Indicator Re- 


cord* th* Shocks. 


In Its simplest form an earthquake 


indicator might be a tray with notched 
edges so filled with mercury that a 
shaking of the earth would cause au 
overflow In the direction of the m(^v 
ment. In tbe Instrument used by sci- 
ence the pendulum is employed, verti- 
cal by some Italians, horizontal by the 
Japanese, English, most European and 
American observers. A movement of 
the earth affects everything but the 
pendulum, which is so freely hung as 
to remain stationary, and a recording 
device makes the result visible. Of old 
with the vertical pendulum a sharp 
point drew tbe profile o£ the move- 
ments on a blackened surface. Photo- 
graphic paper in moving strips serves 
tbe modern instruments. 


The horizontal pendulum turns on a 


vertical axis and carries at its extrem- 
ity a heavy weight which earth shock 
does not reach. In the Milne seismo- 
graph a platinum sheet attached to this 
weight has a slit Intersecting at right 
angles n slit in a second sheet under- 
neath. In times of quiet reflected light 
passing through both slits makes one 
point and prints a straight line on the 
moving bromide paper. 
When the 


earth shakes the lower slit moves and 
the line becomes crooked, according to 
tbe strength of the shock. A clockwork 
arrangement with shutters and a light 
times tbe disturbance. 


The instruments are so delicate as 


sometimes to indicate shocks which no 
men have felt.—New York "World.

Irons. 1 do not think a grizzly will 
cliinb a tree, though brown aud black 
bears will. Any bear is pretty surf to 
fight if crippled, but I know there is 
this difference between a biaek or 
brown bear and a grizzly: If you meet 
« black bear face lo face uuexftectedly 
give hint five seconds and he will be 
out of sight, but meet a grizzly the 
same way and give hiui five seconds 
and you will be out of business. 


About the most fascinating way to 


hunt bear, which is even better than 
night work. Is to trail him right to his 
Uoine and meet him in broad daylight 
on his own doorstep, as it were. It can 
be done, but everything must be jus{ 
right. The ground might be covered 
with a light fall of snow, and the snow 
ought to be melting. Then the twigs 
won't break. One has to be very care- 
ful, and when bruin is found, which- Is 
generally at the foot of a large tree, 
one must never forgot that instead of 
one .there may be two, and, in that 
case', one must be able to shoot fttst 
and straight, and Implicit confidence in 
tbe "gun he carries is about the best 
stock in trade a man can possess. 
About tbe surest place to shoot a bear 
to stop him quickly, to my way of 
thinking, is directly in the brain. It is 
really not a bard shot, usually at short 
range, and it puts him out mighty 
quick. — Field and Stream.

So gi- 
gantic was he that the simple acts of 
expiration and inspiration took twelve 
hours to perform. Tbe resemblance 
between this nature myth and that of 
tbe Greeks is very remarkable. North 
country sailors scorned at oue time to 
use a compass, for by tbe motion of 
tbe ninth wave, the mother wa\ e, they 
could, even in tbe densest fog. ascer- 
tain tbelr exact whereabouts aud gain 
the shore in safety. Tbe launching of 
a Wick smack was for years regarded 
as unlucky unless the words which fol- 
low were repented by tbe onlookers: 


Fae rocks an saans. 
An barren lan's 
Keep's free, 
WeeJ oot. weel In, 
Wi' a' gweed shot. 


Harmful if iiot fatal results are be- 


lieved to follow tbe utterance of cer- 
tain words at sea. The salmon is ever 
a "fine bit fisb," and swiue. minister, 
kirk, hare aud numerous other words 
are solemnly interdicted. Tho presence 
of a minister in a boat is by many re- 
garded witb .crave concern, and it is 
sometimes with the utmost difficulty 
that a crew cau be induced to go to sea 
if a minister is on board. Those who 
have sailed witb these half Norse, half 
Celtic fisbers must have taken jiote of 
tbe method adopted to raise the "wun." 
Tbe mainmast is scratched energetic- 
ally, and tbe men "wbustle" tbe while. 
—London Standard.

Richard Cmwshay of the Cyfarthfa 
Iron works, made a bet of 1,000 
guineas that he would convey by steam 
power a load of iron to the capital nav- 
igation house (nine tulles distant) along 
the basin train road, which by means 
of thjs engine of tbe great Trevithick 
he afterward effected and won his 
wager, although the heavy gradients, 
sharp curves and frangible nature of 
the cast iron trackway operated against 
the return of this ingenious but rudely 
constructed machine with the empty 
trains; hence its discontinuance.™Rail- 
way World. 


TOUCHING FOR KING'S EVIL. 


ANTIQUITY OF BEER. 


TfcU Bet-era** «•'•>• First »«*wr*4 by 


Beer Is of great atiiujuity. It was 


manufactured first by the Kjfyptians 
aud afterward by the Greeks. Uomaus 
and aucleui Uaul5. Ileer was mention- 
ed by the following ancient writers: 
Tacitus, I'iiny. Xeuophou and others. 
The Itouiaiis are sui*pu»ed to have in- 
troduced the brewing of beer or ale. as 
it was then called, to the liritoiis, at 
the time of tbe Jailer's couqueat by the 
former. Tbe liritons continued the 
brewing of barley malt, calling it ale. 
until about 132-1. when tbe Germans 
introduced the brewing of bops with 
the barley malt, calling it bier or. !n 
English, beer. 


The history of the Xew England colo- 


nies shows that the I'uritaiis were 
great beer drinkers and that for a long 
time every innkeeper made his own 
beer. In those years beer was the gen- 
eral and {jopular drink. In the colony 
of Massachusetts its retail price was 
lised by law i*t a penny a quart. Its 
sale to Indians was not forbidden. A 
law of 1049 ordered that every vict- 
ualer or ordinary innkeeper should al- 
ways be provided with good whole- 
some beer for the entertainment of 
strangers. 


The laws of the colony always favor- 


ed tie manufacture of beer, and even 
as late as ten years after Massachu- 
setts bad become a state a ia\v was 
passed entitled, "An act to encourage 
the manufacture and consumption of 
beer, ale and other malt liquors." 


Tbe act freed beer from all taxation. 


but It came too late after a ^ series of 
fiscal laws which for revenue purposes 
bad made beer dear and led to tbe im- 
portation of cheap rum from Jamaica. 
—Kansas City Independent

Lincoln'* Sul»*tltBte. 


During the earlier days of the war it 


Beerns to hare been tbe desire of "all 
prominent men in Washington to have 
a representative In the ranks, aud Lin- 
coln was no exception to the rule. At 
that time there was n. minister named 
Staples lu Washington, ouo of whose 
sons, then aged nineteen, had a desire 
to go to the front.

field. He survived the war and finally 
died In Stroudsburg, Pa. The Inscrip- 
tion on the stouc over his grave reads 
as follows: "J. Surumerfield Staples, 
a private of Company C, One Hundred 
and Seventy-sixth regiment, P. V.; also 
a member of the Second regiment, D. 
C. volunteers, as substitute of Abra- 
ham Lincoln."

Of the uufortuuate Anne Bolcyn, 


who was the second wife of King Hen- 
ry VIII. of Euglna-1 and who was be- 
headed in 153G, a writer says: "Even 
at this distance of time she rises be- 
fore us as a living, breathing woman 
of flesh and blood. She was witty, pas- 
sionate, vivacious aud moody Iu turns; 
she was essentially variable and jour- 
naliere. After her elevation to the 
throue she became vindictive aud 
cruel, but she had many charming 
qualities. While awaiting lior doom at 
the Tower she was wretched and mer- 
ry in turns, sometimes imitating her 
uncle Norfolk,-who bad conducted her 
to the Tower, with his head shakings 
and his 'Tut, tut, tut,' sometimes call- 
ing for supper directly after dinner, 
sometimes deep In her devotions. It is 
the same Anne to the last—high spirit- 
ed, unreasonable, with highly strung 
nerves^ aud a good deal of courage at 
the back of her tendency to be hys- 
terical."

Where They Come From nnd What 


Tltvy Are t'»ed For. 


Cuttle bone was once made use of c.s 


a medicine, but it is now used by gold- 
smiths as a polish and by bird fanciers 
as food for caged birds. 


Tula cuttle bone, so called, is no bone 


at all, but a very wonderful structure 
consisting almost entirely of pure cbalk 
and having been at one time loosely 
Imbedded in the substance of some de- 
parted cuttlefish. It is an oval bane, 
white and bawl ou the outside, but soft 
and friable within, and is inclosed by 
a membranous sack within the body of 
the cuttle. 


When tbe cuttle Is living tbis struc- 


ture runs through tbe entire length of 
tbe abdomen and occupies about one- 
tliird of its breadth. In weight cuttle 
bone is extremely light, and if it be 
cut across and examined through a 
lens the cause of tbe lightness will at 
once be apparent It is not solid, but 
Is formed of a succession of exceed- 
ingly thin floors of cbalk. each con- 
nected with each by hundreds of the 
emallest imaginable chalky pillars. 


Many persons attribute sepia, or Chi- 


nese ink, to tbe cuttlefish. They are, 
however, iu error, for sepia is a manu- 
facture of soot and fine gums. Tbe er- 
ror may be due to tbe fact that the 
cuttlefish has an internal sac under tbe 
throat, near the liver, that contains a 
very dark natural ink. When pursued 
by enemies tbe cuttle ejects tbis ink> 
substauce and thereby forms a cloud 
of darkened water all about it and 
bides In tbis water until out of danger.

Hum- 
boldt mentions a hailstorm which once 
occurred in Palermo in wbich every 
hailstone was as red as a globule of 
frozen blood. On March 14, 1813, there 
was a hailstorm in Tuscany in whicb 
the individual stones were each of a 
bright yellow color. In 1SOS at Carnio- 
la, Germany, tbey bad a fall of crim- 
son snow whicb was nearly five feet 
In depth. Snow of a brick red hue fell 
In Italy In 1816 and in tbe Tyrol iu 
1847. 
In some sections of Iceland 


snow seldom falls to any considerable 
depth without being composed of al- 
ternate layers of frozen crystals of 
different colors. There are arctic banks 
of red snow wbicb are so well known 
to explorers that tbey are called tbe 
"crimson cliffs." 


Bird Preference* Iu Food.

If they want to get the 
fiilest fruit tbey no longer pick out tbe 
rich, alluvial soils. Very fertile. land 
produces citrus trees of rank growth, 
whicb often bear enormous crops, but 
tbe finest and highest priced fruit 
grows on nearly sterile soil. 
Tbis 


strange state of affairs is thus ex- 
plained: In fertile soils plant food is 
seldom properly balanced; neither is it 
present in just tbe right condition for 
producing the best fruit. For some rea- 
son, too, It isn't possible to influence 
fruit through tbe medium of a rich, 
fertile soil. It doesn't seem to be u 
good medium for chemical fertilizers, 
whereas a soil wbich is almost sterile 
makes tbe rigbt base upon wbicb to 
build up ideal conditions. Trees may 
be started iu it aud then fed witb just 
such chemicals as will produce tbe 
finest quality of fruit

FIREL'ESS STEAM. 


IB these days when the -less quality 


Js becoming so markedly conspicuous, 
It is difficult to find an invention 
which causes us surprise. In many, 
however, our interest 
is 
aroused. 


The flreless cooker run by electricity 
•was but recently 
put through 
the 


patent office mill, and now comes a 
brand new type of boiler which is 
able to keep on supplying steam for 
hours after the fire beneath it has 
been extinguished. 
The engineer-in- 


chlef, of the French navy has 
pro- 


duced the flreless steam boiler, and at 
the same time demonstrated to the 
•world that at least one French e'ngi- 
neer-m-chief is more than a figure- 
head in his position. 


Of this invention the Boston Globe 


says: "The principle of the storage 
of heat consists in the use of a mix- 
ture of salts which surround 
the 


greater part of the tubular system of 
the boiler. 
The temperature of 


these salts rises to 84a 
degrees 


Fahrenheit. 
When the accummulat- 


ed heat is exhausted, it can be re- 
stored quickly by rekindling the fire. 
Both the fireless cooker and the fire- 
less boiler are prophetic of the day 
when nobody will care a picayune 
who owns the coal mines or what is 
the price of coal. 
Somebody, some- 


where, at some time, ^ill discover the 
secret of storing away the oppressive 
heat of hot July so that it can be let 
loose to make us comfortable in cold 
and shivery January." 


That is all right, too, but the secret 


of storing away July heat is likely to 
be preceded by some more efficacious 
means of disposing of it than 
any 


known at present. The French en- 
gineer's invention, by the way, seems 
to be a good deal like the old way of 
baking beans—Boston beans, Ports- 
mouth beans and New England beans 
in general—in the old fireplace ovens 
where the bricks, like the new salts 
nurture, stored the heat up for hours 
and possibly to quite as high a tem- 
perature as 841 degrees Fahrenheit.

A BOUNTY ON CROWS 


It ia extremely within the range of 


probability that the next State Leg- 
islature will be asked to pass a boun- 
ty lav; on crows. There are reasons 
which might appeal to the legislators 
as good and sufficient !cr the passage 
of a conservative bounty law, but the 
ridiculously high old bounty of twen- 
ty-ffive cents a bird will never again 
be authorized by the Solons of New 
Hampshire. 


There are good reasons why there 


should be no bounty on crows. A 
few of them may be grouped as fol- 
lows: 


(a) The bounty system 
has 
not 


proven a success in any state in which 
it has been tried. 


(b) This useless form of legislation 


has in the past twenty-five years in- 
volved an expenditure of over three 
million dollars, with an increase rath 
er than a decrease of expense. 


Cc) Single laws against crows in 


the past two years have involved an 
outlay of 1200,000. and the most ceo 
nomlctl act which, would carry any 
Incentive to the bounty hunter and 
therefore, any assurance of success 
would cost from 16,000 to $20,000 
year at the least calculation, basing 


on the experiments of other

SON OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Monument In Honor Of Gen. B. 


Kelley 'Soon To Be Unveiled 


F. 


A monument is soon to be unveiled 


in Washington in memory of the gal- 
lant services in the Civil War of 
Gen. Benjamin F. Kelley. This will 
be of interest to New Hampshire peo- 
ple, for the reason that Gen. Kelley 
was born at New Hampton in April, 
1S07. While a youth his family re- 
moved to Virginia. Gen. Kelley was 
the first Union officer wounded in the 
Civil War. 


He was colonel of the First West 


Virginia regiment. 
He was nominat- 


ed by President Lincoln to be a brig- 
adier-general of volunteers 
at 
the 


iame lime at ;which Gen. Grant and 
a number of others who became illus- 
trious in the War of the 
Rebellion 


were named for like positions. 
He 


commanded many armies on the field, 
and was the only brigadier general 
who ever commanded a department 
throughout the entire war, as such, 
particularly the Department of West 
Virginia in the Summer of 1864. He 
was later breveted major general, and 
has a. military record that contains 
many victories and no defeats. Gen. 
Kelley died in July, 1892. 


In all probability, New Hampshire 


representatives in Congress will be 
invited guests at the unveiling of the 
monument, as it is the desire of the 
daughter of Gen. Kelley, who now 
resides in New York city, that this 
state be represented.

list of the poisons in his store, so that 
if the medicine companies doing busi- 
ness in the Transvaal do not publish 
the formulas with each bottle sold 
they are subject to prosecution; in 
truth, the chemist is not permitted to 
let such medicines leave his store un- 
der penalty.

portant Product of Atlantic 


Coast Fisheries. 
' 


There is now offered to the fisher- 


men of the New England coast a ready 
zvnd profitable market in France for 
fish roe, or spawn, an Important by- 
product of the cod, hake and pollack 
fisheries. 


"The sardine fishery, a valuable in- 


dustry of France." says Consul Gen- 
eral Mason, "is confined principally to 
the lf.0 mile stretch of the Atlantic 
roast from Lorient to the mouth of the 
Gironde. Uie principal mart of the sar- 
dine fioherman being at Les Sables 
d'Olcnne. 
The sardine spawns 
in 


deep water and 
comes 
about five 


months of thet year to shallow waters 
along the coast in search of food. Tho 
different 
minute 
marine 
growths 


which form the natural food of the 
sardine have become depleted, and in 
order to attract and rc-tabi the im?; 
mense shoals 
of that fish on 
the 


French coast the fishermen have been 
obliged for years to feed or bait tho 
sardines with some material as similar 
as possible to their natural food. For 
tins purpose the main recourse of tho 
fisherman has been to the roe or eggi 
of codfish and mackerel, derived from 
the fisheries cf Norway, pickled in salt 
brine, packed In wooden barrels and 
imported to France under the namo 
cf roo or codfish and mackerel, dutia- 
ble at 1C cents per long ton. 


"There are engaged in the French 


sardine fishery about 2,000 boats, each 
of which uses under ordinary condi- 
tions about 25 barrels of roe during 
tho fishing season of each year. OC 
this vast quantity about 30,000 bar- 
rels per annum liave been derived from 
the Scandanavian fisheries, some from 
the French cod fisheries on the coast 
of Newfoundland and a small quan- 
tity from the United 
States.

price, delivered In France, has range.l 
from $12 to $20 per barrel, but this 
year for some reason tho supply from 
Norway lias been abnormally small, 
and the price has advanced to nearly 
$30 per barrel."
